Interesting Charts Made By 
Ancients 2000 Years 
Ago 

"The Conetellations" was the title 
ot the lecture given at the Royal 
.Vstroiiomlcal Society meeting last 
night ill tlie Physics Building by .\lr. 
U. K. Hrldgen who giivo an Intcrost- 
ing account of the changes In the 
sky throughout the year. He endea- 
voured lo deal with his subject so 
that an.vone knowing relatively noth- 
ing of astronomy from a technical 
point of view, mig^ht; understand It. 

Tlic Sky on a clear night present^; 
a spectacle ot absorbing interest, and 
nrouscs the desire to know something 
of the multitude of stars visible. Xot 
that ili'--ir niinil'.^r H infinite, as per- 
haps we migiit think from .a casual 
glance, for only about six thousand 
stars are within tho unaided vLslon, 
and as only one half ot this number 
can be seen at any one time, ami as 
visibility near the horizon Is usually 
poor, ilue to liaze and smoke, it is 
probable that even on the clearest 
night not more than . two thousand 
stars can be seen. 

When, and by whom the heavens 
were first mai>ped out l.« unknown to 
us. but tho groups of stars — or Con- 
stellation.s — which the ancient ob- 
servers formed, using a wonderful im- 
agination whicb peopled the sky with 
the figures of .\nimals. Ucro'^s. Mythi- 
cal Bciiigs and Inanimate objects, re- 
main ns an evidence of the antiquity 
of our study, and from a most con- 
venient guide to the heavens, which 
modern astronomers have not dis- 
carded, although they have devised 
other means. 

Observations were made and record- 
ed by many ot the ancient peoples — 
the Chinese. IHndus, Chaldeans, Kgyp- 
tinns and Clrceks, by the vanished 
races of I'eru ami .MeNico. The 
V'hocniclans owe their maritime pow- 
er to their knowledge of navigation, 
which science was the direct off- 
spring of A.stronomy.

ON PROHIBITION 



The thoughtful discussion of prohibition by President 
Lowell of Harvard, printed in the current Atlantic Month- 
ly, covers the entire field of ihis irritating national problem 
ill as sane tlioroiigli, and unbiassed fashion as any siini- 
mary of the question which has appeared this year. Yet 
this article has drawn harsh censure in one of the best 
known editorial columns in the country, that of the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

The gist of Dr. Lowell's argument is thai so long as the 
public does not regard buying liquor for personal consump- 
tion as a crime, enforcement will be difficult or impossible. 
He goes on to point out the obvious connection between the 
ignoring of the law and contempt for all the others and 
quite logically pleads for sonic compromise between the 
present prohibition law and that very vocal section of pub- 
lic sciitimenl which now opposes it. 

The Monitor not nearly so logically berates Dr. I/)wcll 
for what it. calls his "defeatist" attitude, at the same time 
adiiiitling that "prohibition is by no means a complete suc- 
cess today." With the smug statement that Volstead's brain- 
child has "brouglil many men lo the happy knowledge that 
no true cnjoynicnl is found here" —Cornell Daily Sun.

"With regard to ie.çi.Malion'' sai<y' 
Carroll, "conventional practice up lo 
I'J'.'C was fairly well cslahlishcd. The 
power of tho Crown lo disallow log- 
Itilatlon. had been, allowed -to lapse 
into innctical disn.se, and hllla aro no 
lonBcr reserved. The power of tho 
liniiorial parlbTiuont is now only used 
to pass sonic lawjwhl.çlV/or. t<|;hnical 
reasons Is Ucyond thé compctehco of 
Dominion legislation. 

Tho speaker concluded by saying 
that there are "soma who looli for- 
vaid to a huge brothorliool of work- 
ers, who, combined, will go forward 
to take for themselves the wealth of 
ific orJ-th, and bring .ibout a more 
ecinilablo society, wdilch will In itself 
abolish nearly ail tho causes now 
loading lo war. Such a conception is 
ndmllledly agreed, and .-ippaivntly to 
some quite out oC touch with reality, 
and the all-powcrful liivv of self-in- 
terest, but at least It Is beautiful goal 
towards wlilch .some would like to 
work and It wo can inako of the 
British Empire «uch a really démo- 
cratie entity and not a moro legti! 
fiction we can do no bettor than 
maintain our prosent external rela- 
tions as ono of the , stepping .stones 
towards the realization In some small 
measure of a great Ideal".

ProfCvSsor Ivikes 

Mencken's Style 

Discusses Modern Authors And 
Undergraduate Life 

.New VoiU, .V. v.— That 11. L. Menc- 
ken is the uul.siuiKling critic in 
America today, and that student.^ of 
the present arc not diffcr;nt from 
those ot his undergraduato yju's are 
the opinions c.Nine.'-soil by rrufos^'j;- 
•Goodman of the collcsc of t!;e City of 
Xcw York w licn liitervioi\ cJ ri:L';'n'.ly. 

His critcrions in judging pro.sc 
style are suggested, b,v the names 
that most frequently crop up in a 
conver.satlon with him, Wllhi Ca.ther, 
Thornton "Wlldor, Jaiiie= Erniioa Ca- 
bell. It is difficult to pin 'lint down 
to, any specific perferences i.n current 
literature. Grudgingly he will admit 
to you a liking tor willa Cath'er, 
May Sinclair and then slop to ex- 
plain that one 'who reads so much In 
contemporary literature Is compelled 
to look for an author's purpo.^o In 
writing a book and whether he ac- 
complishes his end, and not to think 
In terms of favorites. At the risk of 
repetition we will say that no one 
can have any de,%llngs with Profes- 
sor Goodm.in and not bo inspired to 
read something ot Wllla Gather's. 

Although professors make Mr. 
Mencken froth at the mouth, Profes- 
sor Goodman, more tolerantly, con- 
siders him an excellent critic, in 
truth, the only outstanding one In 
America at present. Stuart Sherman, 
he would rank above Mencken were 
he alive, lie refers to Kahbitt as a 
/"frightfully written novel'' who-ic 
etyle Is like that ot a. mediocre jour- 
nalist. He discerns In the books of 
Wllla Gather, .lames Jlrancli Cabell 
and in The Bridgo of San JjUis lîey, 
or rather in their populîirity, a defi- 
nite movement away from natural- 
ism and realism. 

In person Professor Uoodman Is a 
short and stocky, with a trace of tho 
aesthete. 51c dresses soberly and 
with unusual fastidiousness. Ho is a 
dark visaged person. He has a class- 
room laugh that approiiches the gig- 
gle ot a girl and which we wouldn't 
daro try to reproduce. 

He does not find the student of 
today to be far different from the 
Kludent ot his day. "He h.-is bolter 
fense of values and knows the value 
. of money bettor," but Ills ciiuipinent 
shows deficiencies. He lia.'sn't read as 
much and as good Ihing.^. Only one 
out ot fiteen recognize the nanieK 
of TS'Illa Cathcr, Professor Beard and 
William Beebe. Tho ma.1ority of fresh 
men can hardly differentiate Wells 
from Shaw. A striking number never 
have been to a museum Goodman 
feels that college docs' much lo 
jTmcdy this whether the student wills 
so or not. 

Class rlv.Tlry is today as Intense, 
■as then except that then tho juniors 
■were aligned with the freshmen, and 
the scniops with the - sophomores, 
Professor Goodman still carries a 
souvenior booklet passed out .nt the 
soph banquet of- the class of '19 to 
which' ho w.as Invited as a senior 
Professor Goodman's remark about 
. student government should have, a 
special significance to some: "I don't 
know anything about the Student 
Council today, hut In my day It was 

'a talkative and very often Inefficient

.Mmagest, ,an Ariibic translation of 
the work ot Claudius Ptolemy, dating 
fnim alMiiU l,"iO A.D. 

The Zodiacal consloUalions con- 
slllutc a circle of tho heavens through 
wliich the Sim moves, and' tho Nor- 
thern and Southern groups arc north 
and south ot this circle respectively. 

From the figures used, from those 
parts ot the heavens left unmapped, 
and from various ancient writings 
and inscriptions it appears probable 
lliat the people who mapped out tlie 
heavens lived in the Kiiplirates val- 
ley, and the work was completed, 
nioro than 3000 years 1Î.C. 

The number and arrangement ot 
the constellations has not beetf con- 
stant, although from tho time of 
Ptolemy until the year ICOl A.D. there 
was no change. In that year Tycho 
r.rabo added two, and In the next two 
luindrcd years numerous changes were 
made, constellations being added and 
again dropped, until at the present 
time 8S are generally recognized, 
whirli have definite boumlaries and 
which cover Iho entire licavcns with- 
out overlapping. 

The importance of recognizing the 
outlines of the constellations and the 
lirincipal .stars in a .study ot the 
heavens Is evident, for tho constella- 
tions are in the heavens as the boun- 
daries of slates or countries on the 
surface ot the Karth. 

The motion of the stars wliieb will 
be apparent immediately attention is 
given, is not real but Is due to Ihc 
rotation of the Earth. 

The niovcnients ot the stars them- 
selves can be detected only by tho 
most careful Instrumental work, 
over periods nf lime, and for Ihe n'-i' 
sent we can consider the .stars ::s 
"fixed" — for so they arc called, the 
only exceptions being the Planets. 

Tf an observer faces tho South, 
stars will appear to rise In tho jliist, 
gradually pass .across the .-sky, .ind 
set In Ihe West, just as the' Sun and 
Moon, but It he turns to the JJorlh. 
ho will notice that some ot the rlars 
do not go below the horizon, lui', 
.seem to rotate on a centre and during 
tho 24 hout;s complete a rotation. Tho 
point above which this rotation lakes 
place Is tho point through which the, 
Uarth's îixls of rotation would pass. If 
projected. It will be apparent that 
some parts of the heavens vlslb!> 
here, arc never .seen in the Southern 
homisphere, and that some constella- 
tions never conic above our horizon. 

To Illustra le this slides were shown. 
These nil showed vcr.v clearly flie 
various changes in the .sky throiigii- 
out the year. The planet îNîîira m>ib 
shown. It was distinguished by sur- 
face markings and canals. The r.arc 
atmosphere, made . Us surface ex- 
tremely visible. 

After the lecture the audience 
were permitted to ask questions nnd 
as a result many interesting points 
were discussed. ■ .
